Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. T.— The strike of

Ralston. The employés won their demand 


for arbitration, but nothing is said dent

Street car service is to be resumed within 
twelve hours. All the men who were in the 


employ of the company Friday night, Oct. 81, 
when the strike was called, and all employés 
who had been discharged on account of join- 


ing the union, are te be reinstated by the 


company with full seniority rights and with- 
out prejudice. 
Will Arbitrate Grievances. 
Disputes and grievances as to wages, hours, 
conditions, and service will be referred to 
the utilities commission for arbitration if 


the company and employés fail to reach a 


mutual agreement within ten days. 
The company must take up these grievances 


with its employés within five days after the 


resumption of service. 

The utilities commission, by the terms of 
settlement, must render a decision which 
Shall be binding on all parties interested for 
three years, and shall relate back to the re- 
sumption of work within thirty days from 
the date of the first hearing.

“One of the regrets I have as a remem- 
brance of m participating in politics and a 
member of the general assembiy for three 
terms is that we failed to get the charter 
legislation during that time. It looks now as 
though it will never. come, unless there is a 
limitation put upon Chicago's quota in the 
legislature. I am quite sure Chicago never 
can get through a charter giving the city the

Funkhouser Confronts Officers 
Under Whose Regime Vice 
District Flourishes. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The new, detective force of the municipal 
police department will be announced today. 
Chief Gleason explained last night the nec- 
essary general order had not been completed, 
but hoped it would be ready for his signa- 
ture this morning. 

Briefily, the reorganization means the total 
number of detectives will remain 690, as at 
Present. About 279 of the present force of 
detectives will be demoted, shoved into uni- 
forma, and made to travel beats. In the ordi- 
nance for the reorganization of the depart- 
ment it was provided detectives should be se- 
lected by civil service examination, and 395 
of the detectives failed to pass the test. Of 
the 1,270 members of the department who did 
take the test, 519 passed. 


Money for Only 400, 

The appropriation for the police department 
provides, however, for only 400 second class 
detective sergeants. These will be certified 
from the civil service list. Of the remaining 
119 on the eligible list six are under charges 
and ten others have been promoted to be desk 
and patrol sergeants, so only 109 remain. 
These will be assigned in citizens’ clothes, 
but at a patrolman’s wage, which is less than 
that of detectives, 

The remaining 116 will be aeleatet by the 
executive officers of the police department. 
This aggregate force will remain until Jan, 
I. when the finance committee will decide 
how many policemen of the detective rank 
actually are necessary, It was represented 
by the civil service commission and also by a 
committee of the oouncil that 700 detectives 
would be unnecessary if they were selected 
on their merits instead of through politica. 


Merit Report Points Absurdity. 

“ Almost one-fifth of the combined force of 
sergeants and patrolmen chosen at the com- 
mand of superiors or by virtue of pull have 
shed their uniforms and become ‘ detect- 
Ives,“ reads the civil service report. It 
also speaks of the absurdity of the proposi- 
tlon and adds the number of men assigned 
to this duty is out of all proportion to the 
work accomplished.”’ 

The special council committee, Ald. Rich- 
ert, Harding, and Block, reiterated the same 
view. 

The civil service commission in its report 
gays the force needs more patrolmen—men 
to prevent crime—rather than detectives to 
catch criminals who have committed crimes. 


Lecture to Vice Police. 

Chief Gleason gave a lecture on vice during 
the day to the commanding officers of the 
third district—comprisedSof the Twenty-sec- 
ond. street and Cottage Grove avenue sta- 
tions. In these two precincts the reports 
of. Gecond Deputy Funkhouser show the vice 
and gambling conditions the worst in town. 
The conditions Maj. Funkhouser complained 
of have existed since Capt. Michael Ryan 
and Lieuts. Russell, Morrissey, and Grady 
have been attached to those two stations 

These men, with the desk and patrol ser- 
geants and plain clothes men of the district, 
were told the chief desired the district 
cleaned up. Maj. Funkrouser also made a 
speech. 


NATIONAL GUARD LAW UPHELD. 


Firet Conyiction Obtained Under Stat- 
ute Prohibiting Discharge of Work- 
ers Absent on Military Duty. 


The first conviction under the state law 
against the discharge by employers of work- 
ers who absent themselves to attend to duties 
as national guardsmen was obtained yes- 
terday.

tional convention proposition to a vote of 
the people. 

The probabilities are that the report of 
the resolutions committee, when presented 
tomorrow morning, will contain a strong 
declaration on the proposal: 

That Mrs. McCulloch, who has repeatedly 
been the champion of a pro-suffrage con- 
stitutional amendment, made the motion 
which committed the convention to the pro- 
convention scheme, was accepted as th big- 
gest harmony move which has been made 
since the early talk of a r between op- 
posing factions. i 

Tells Inside Story of Victory. 

The inside story of how the suffrage bill was 
passed in Springficld was told by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth K. Booth today. One of the startling 
items in the unwritten history was her decla* 
ration to the convention that a conspicuous 
member of the anti-suffrage lobby made the 
statement the day before the third reading 
of the measure: 

The women have broken our back. There 
isn’t enough money for anybody to buy 
the votes of the men who are for the 5 
frage bill.“ 

She credited Tony Cermak, now chiet 
bailiff of the Municipal court of Chicago, 
with making this remark She said John 
McCarthy’ was the most active man in op- 
posing the bill. 2

In the days of Queen Victoria there 
sometimes difficulty in securing a duch 
for the post of mistress of the robes. Owing 
to the fact of her being a queen regnant, in- 
stead of merely a queen consort, Itewas nec- 
eseary that the mistress of the robes should 
belong to the same politicai persuasion as the 
administration in power and, then as now, 
duchesses, especially duchesses qualified by 
birth and by knowledge of court life for the 
post, were rare in the ranks of the Libera! 
party. 

In the cage of Queen Alexandra and Queen 
Mary, thet ie to say, queen consorts, the 
mistress of the robes does not changé with 
the administration, and there has been noth- 
ing, thetefore, to prevent the Duchess of 
Portland from succeeding the Duchess of 
Devonshite at the head of Queen Mary’s 
household, although she, like her husband, 
the Duke of Portland, is an enthusiastic 
Unionist.

AVE you been wondering if there ts any 

money in baby outfits? You know that 

a great deal goes into them if you have 

ever tried to buy them. Aren: babies 

the most adorable little luxurtes n the 

world? And they’re almost the most expensive 

hobbies that any happy woman ever had. But 
aren't they blessings! 

One of the dear Nttle home workers wrote 


making baby clothes was because she loved 
babies so much and because she hadn't any of 
her own she pretended that she was sewing 
for her own tiny ones. What tragedies there 
are in life! :

“The second day after my ad appeared in the 
paper I received four letters inquiring how 
many articles of each kind were contained in 
the wardrobe, the kind of material used ip the 
separate pieces, and the trimmings of the 
The fol- 
lowing day I received two more letters and the 
next day two mere inguiring for descriptions. 
From every letter I have received an order 
and all of the women but two have written to 
tell me how pleased they are with the ward- 
robes. 

“JT could not have filled the orders. so 
promptly only that I folded my goods so as to 
cut several dresses at one time, and the same 
with the other articles. 
carefully so as to waste no time. Instead of 
basting one article, then going to the machine 
to stitch it, I baste a great many pieces, then 

sew them at the same time. 

“TI am more than pleased with the result of 
my ad, which cost me only $1.05 (which at the 
time seemed considerable for only three lines), 
but now I would not hesitate to spend three 
times the amount, for I am still receiving or- 
ders and have cleared more than $28 in a short 
time.

Making Axle Grease. 

Extra money can be made by making axle 
grease. Take one part good plumbago—black 
lead—sifted through a coarse muslin so as to 
be perfectly free from grit and stir it into 
five quarts of lard, warmed so as to be stirred 
easily without melting. Stir vigorously until 
it is smooth and uniform, then raise the heat 
until the mixture melts. Stir constantly, re- 
move from the fire, and keep stirring until cold. 
Apply cold to the axle, or any other bearings 
with a brush If intended for use where the 
Axle or bearing is in a warm apartment, as the 
interior of mills, etc., two ounces of hard tal- 
low or one ounce of beeswax may be used to 
every ten pounds of the mixture. This grease 
is cheaper in use than oil, tallow, or tar, or 
any compound of them. and can be sold at a

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Advises School Board 
to Keep Contract System. 


HE efficiency bureau of the civil service 
commission recommended yesterday that 
the contract system under which the 
school engineers now work be retained. 
The report of the bureau, which has 

been making an investigation in regard to en- 
gineer and janitor service since May 1, was 
presented at the meeting of the buildings and 
grounds committee of the board of education. 

A subcommittee of the board was appointed 
to go over the report and to take up numer- 
ous matters which were being held up until 
the report was made. 

A number of drastic changes were recom- 
mended, although the general system, by 
which the chief engineer hires his janitors, 
firemen and other help, and is paid a net sum 
by the board, will remain. It was figured that 
if the merit system is adopted, by which the 
appointment of all help would be through civil 
service, with strict adherence to the rule that 
firemen only fire boilers and janitors do jani- 
torial work only, the increased cost would be 
at least $400,000 a year. 

The commission suggested that the change 
to the merit system should be more satisfac- 
tory than the present system eventually, but 
believe the time for the change is not ripe. 
Vacuum cleaning in the schools is urged as 
the Ars“ step which will make the merit sys- 
tem preferable even with a 26 per cent in- 
creased cost in maintenance which the change 
would create. 

Closer supervision by the board of the 
amounts paid by engineers to their employés, 
the ages, the number of hours employés work 
and the compensation is recommended. 

The report suggests that the school engineer 
be called “engineer-custodian.” It asks that 
the board carefully consider the cost of 
vacuum cleaning with a view to install it in 
all new buildings and in the old buildings 
where conditions demand better cleaning, 
gradually placing it in the 300 schools.

The Fruit Cocktail. 


HE fruit cocktail is not;ag.mew, an idea as. 

it seems, but to use it atthe beginning 

of a meal is a somewhat new fashion, 

and some of the mixtures used for this 

purpose cannot be recommended, espe- 
otally for a stomach inclined to acidity. A fruit 
cocktail, if made with a sirup and flavored with 
wine, sometimes two kinds, then chilled, is the 
exact thing the Germans call a “bowle,” for 
which champagne is used in some cases. 

A bowle made of preserved pinapple, with its 
sirup.and just cnough white wine to flavor, but 
not enough to be even noticed by the unsophis- 
ticated palate, is just a refreshing fruit course, 
served at the same place usually that a sherbet 
would be served at a formal dinner. 

Good as pineapple is, and helpful to the di- 
gestion, there is a question about its being 
good at the beginning of the meal. It is often 
so used, mixed with grapes of the Malaga type, 
cut in two lengthwise. the seeds removed, and 
perhaps with a dash of apricot brandy. 

Some recent experiments showed that cider 
was not disagreeable in such combinations, 
but it is not recommendable, and, on the whole, 
an undesirable makeshift, less wholesome than 
a dash of wine. The cider is much improved, 
but, as a “beginner,”. it is harsh for a sensi- 
ve stomach.
